for his the awful Promulgation of the Law, the Hiſtory of its Eſtabliſhment, the 
building of the Tabernacle, the Miracles that were wrought in it after its 
Erection, its Immerſion in a Cloud to manifeſt the Preſence of God in it. 
en muſt Theſe, with a Variety of other great and memorable Events, are compre-

South. Here the Children of Mael luſting after Meat were fed with Quail, 
and for their Diſobedience died miſerably, and the Wrath of the Lord wa 
kindled againſt them, and he ftruck the uttermoſt Parts of their Camp with 
Fire from Heaven, and conſumed them, Numb. xi. This Place lay eight 
Miles from Sinai; and here the Law (which we call the Ten Command. 
ments) was given. It is ſo called, becauſe of the Buſhes and Thorns that 

ew in that Place; for Senach ſignifies a Buſh, fitly called, becauſe like 
"Thorns they prick and vex the Hearts and Conſciences of wicked Men. It 
is alſo called Horeb or Chareb; which Mountain in the upper Part has two 
Tops; that to the Welt is called Horeb, that to the Eaſt Sinai, In the Mid. 
dle there ſtood a Monaſtry of the Order of St Catharine, with pleaſant Gar. 
dens, &c. but by the Incurſions of the Arabians, it is become ruinated. 
Emperor 7u//inign was the firſt Founder thereof; and there are yet ſome 
few poor MonkFWhich get their Living by their Hands in the Deſerts there.

On the Left Side of the Choir ſtands the 
Chapel of St Mary of the Buſh, where they ſhew the Place of the Buſh in 
which God appcared unto Mo/es ;. and, to give Grace to their Superſtitions, 
all that enter muſt pull off their Stockings and Shoes. There is another 


- Place where they ſay God commanded Mz/cs to bring up Aaron, Nadab, and 


* _ Avibu with him, and the 70 Elders; with many ſuch like Stories, to de- 


ceive Travellers, and to get Money. There is a Moſque of the Saracen, 


where they often come to viſit St Catharine's: Here is to be ſeen the Cave 
Where Bijab reſted when the Lord ſpake unto him, 1 Kings xix. 

Not far from it is the Cliff of the Rock where Mo/es ſtood by God's Ap- 
pointment when he paſſed by, and' he ſaw his Back Parts, Exod. xxxiii. 
A little beyond that, on the Top of Mount Horeb, is a little Chapel that 
hath an Iron Door; the Keys are kept by the Monks of St Catharinr's. 
In this Place they ſay Maſes received the two Tables of Stone, whereon the 
Commandments were written by the Finger of God, Exod. xxxiv. In here 
alſo Travellers muſt enter barefooted, and caſting themſelves upon the Earth 
kiſs it. About 15 Paces from this, they ſhew the Cave wherein Me/es faſted

A little above there is a Moſque, where daily reſort Arabians and 
Saracens in Honour of Moſes, whom they reverence as a Prophet. Not far 
off there is a Well called Mo/cs's Well, Tis thought, here was another 
Abbey or Monaſtry, being the Ruins of an ancient Building, with Walls, Ce. 
This Mountain is 7000 Steps to the Top, and from thence may be ſeen the 
Red Sea, and the Arm thereof where Pharoah was drowned with all bis

In this City Jethro dwelt, and here 
Moſes married; alſo it was the Reſidence of the luumæan Kings, i Kings 
xi, There was alſo another City of the ſame Name near Arnon, 34 Miles 
Eaſt of Feruſalem ; ſo that the Midianites were ſeated near the Rea Sea in 


Arabia Petræa to the Confines of the Moabites, and were derived from M- 


dian the Son of Abraham, which he had by his Wife Kethura, Gen. xxv. - 


The Red Sea lies between Arabia and Eg ypt, (in the Scriptures it is called 
the Sealy Sea ;) and as Strabo, lib. 16. obſerveth, was ſo called from Er- 
thræa, and thence, Mare Eritbræum, becauſe the Word Erithreum in Greek 


ſignifies Red or Purple, The Latinifts call it Mare rubrum ; the Hebrews, 
Jamſuph, a Scaly Sea, becauſe of Red Scales that grow in it. It is alſo cal - 


led the Arabian Gulph, (running from South to Weſt 3) all which Names 
are at this Day uſed. Eritbræa was Son to Perſeus and Andromeda, who 


ſometimes dwelt in an Iſland of that Sea.

Within a while after, Sampſon and his Friends went 
again to Timnah, and by the Way found Honey in the Lion that he had 
lain, and gave it to his Friends to eat; and when he came to the Ph4lifline 
Houſe he propounded the Riddle in Judges xiv. in the Year of the World 
27913 of which Time he ſucceeded 4dr in the Rule of the Jews. He 
went then to, Aſcalon, a City of the Philiſtines, and killed 30 of their Men, 
and took away their Garmentsz and then returned to Timnah, and de- 
livered the Philiſtines which had unfolded the Riddle thoſe Changes of 
Garments.

fore he took a Company of Foxes, and tying them Tail to Tail, 
Fire Brands to their Tails, and turned them into the Wheat of the 1 
Ii ſtines, and ſet on Fire all the Wheat and Vines, and Olives thereabouts, 

udoes xv. From thence he went to a Cave in the Rock Eta, in the Tribe 
of Fudah, near to the River Socreck, which runs into the Mediterranea 
Sea. At the Rock Eta, Sampſon was bound with two new Cords by the 
Maelites; and from thence led to Ramah, ſix Miles, where he killed 1 000 
Philiſtines with the faw Bone of an Aſs: He came to Gaza, and there 
carried away the Gates of the City; and went to the River Sorech, and 
dwelt with Dalilab the Harlot, and by her was deceived, and taken by the 
Philiſtines ; they put out both his Eyes, bound him in Chains, and led him 
to Gaza, brought him into the Houſe of their God Dagon, to make Sport; 
but he pulled down the Houſe, and a Multitude of them were flain, where 
he alſo died; and was buried in the Sepulchre of Maneah, his Father, be- 
tween Zarea and Efahol. As ſome think, this Sampſen, according to the 
Meaning of the Word, was the true Hercules, and thoſe noble its that 
he did, the Grecians attributed to their Hercules. 

Deborah being dead, Zeba and Zalmunah, Kings of the Midianites, cru- 
elly invaded the Land of Judea; but the Lord taking Compaſſion on his 
People, ſent them an Helper, one Gideon, Son of Foas, of the Peay oj 
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Ain born at Ephron, a City in the Tribe of Manafſeb, This Man, at 
the Appointment of the Lord, tock upon him the Charge of the Feopie; 
and at Ophra he deſtroyed the Idol Baal, pitching upon that Place an Altar 
unto the Lord : Wherefore. he was called er# Baa/ He began to rule in 
Teruſalem 2672. He went from Ophra to Narad in the half Tribe of 
Manaſſeb, where he blew the Trumpet, and ſent back 22,000 of his Army, 
as. the Lord had appointed. The Midianites, hearing of this Preparation, 
provided a great Hoſt, and pitched in the Valley of the Hill Moreb. 80 Gideon, 
taking only 300 with him, went over to Jordan, and came to the 'l'own of 
Jexrerl, 16 Miles from Hared, where he gave the Midianites a wonderful 
Overthrow, Juages vii. Fezreel was a fair City, ſituate upon a Hill at the 
Foot of the Mountain Giibvab, near to the Flood K;Jon. Ahab and Fezabel 
kept their Court here, and 7orem their Son, whom Jabu overcame. And 
here Jexabel, was eaten up of Dogs, 7% xvii. 19. 2 Sam. ii. * 
Gideon returned to the River Jordan, and put Oreb and Zeb to Death, 
whom he had taken in the late Battle From thence he went to Saccoth 
with his Army for Proviſions, which he was refuſed, with ill Treatment, as 
they were alſo at Penue l; but in his Return to Ophra, he put all the Inha- 
bitants of Succoth to the Sword, and the Elders and Princes he tore to Pieces 
with Thorns ; and alſo deſtroyed Penue/, and put the Inhabitants to Death. 
In his Way to Fagberha, he took Zeba and Zalmunna, Kings of the Midian- 
ite, and put them to Death, Judg. viii. Num. xxxii. After he had gather'd; 
together all the Gold which he had taken from the Midianites, he made a 
rich Ephod, Judg. viii and then went to Sichem, where his Son Abimelech 
was born. He went back to Opbra, ten Miles, and died after he had

Abimelech then went from Ophre to Sichem, and by the Citizens was choſen 
to ſucceed his Father in the Government as fixth Judge of //rae/. He then 
returned to Ophre, and put, to Death his 70 Brethren, all Sons of Gideon, 
but by divers Concubines ; for God permitted Bigamy, but did not com- 
mand it.

Fair ſucceeded Thola, and began his Government in 2738 ; dwelt x 
Kamon, a Town in the Tribe of Gilead, but was of the Tribe of Manaſſy, 
He was lame of both his Feet, but in Eſteem among the Fewvs ; for there 
were zo Caſtles and Towns called after his Name, Judg. x. Numb. xxxi, 

Deut. iii. Fof. xiii. 1 Chr. i. In the 10th Year of this Judge, 2747, and 
before Chriſt 1221 Years, Hercules died, and Priamus King of Troy begu 
his Reign; which City he loſt 40 Years after. | 

Fephthah was born at Mizpah in Gilead; and being driven into Exile by 
his Brothers, he fled into the Land of 7ob, 48 Miles from Feru/alem, Jud, xi, 
But he returned to Miapab, and was there choſen Prince, and took upot 
him the Government, and went with his Army againſt the Amorites to the 
City of Aroer, where he put them to Flight, and purſued them to Minrih 
in the Tribe of Reuben; which, in St Ferom's Time, 40 Years after Chrif, 
was called Menneth. He went to the Plain of the Yines, and ſo returned ty 
Mizpah, where he offer'd his Daughter for a Sacrifice to the Lord, Jude. i, 
At that Time the Ephraimites got a memorable Battle; in which were ſlan 
22000, Judg. xii, This Jephtbab was a famous Captain, and after he hal 
judged 1/-ael ſix Years, died; and as ſome ſay, becauſe he performed not 

his Vow effefually, God ſtruck him with a grievous Ulcer ; fo that as te 
paſſed from City to City, in every Place he left a Member. Others, that he 
died in the City of the Gileadites; and that in Memory of his ſingulr 
Actions, and notable Exploits, which by God's ſpecial Aid he atchieved, 
His Body was cut in Pieces, and into every City of Gilead, a Member ws 
ſent, and buried; which, as I take it, is the better Opinion. 
Ian, the 10th Judge of 1/-ae/, was a Bethlemite of the Tribe of Judi, 
and died there: And as the Hebrews think, Boex, the Grandfather of King 
Dawid, had 30 Sons and 30 Daughters, and lived to ſee them all married, 
and took them home into his own Family, (which doubtleſs was a gre 
Blefling of God) and from hence took his Name, Fudg, xii.

Here 
the Company of the Prophets, that is, the Scholars of the wiſe, came down 
from the more eminent Places where the Ark of God was, with holy Songs 
and Inſtruments of Muſick ; and the Spirit of the Lord came upon Saul, 
and he ſang and praiſed God with them: They called this the Hill of God; 
becauſe the Ark of the Covenant ſtood in it. 1 Sam. x. Here Jonathan 
the Son of Sau/ thruſt out a Garriſon of the Philiſtines, which held this 
Town in Subjection. wer. 14. Near to this Place was the Valley Rephaim, 
or of the Giants, where Dawid won a memorable Battle againſt the 
Philifines, and purſued them with great Slaughter even to the Plain of

The Levite, whoſe Wife the Inhabitants of Gideon moſt wickedly abuſed, 
dwelt in Ramah, a City in Mount Ephraim, which Town Baeſa King of 
lac] would have fortified and repaired after it had been decayed ; but 
be was hindered by Benhadad King of the Syrians. There were ſeveral 
Towns of this Name, as Ramoth where Abab dwelt, 1 Kings xxii. Ra- 
nathaim, Sophim, or Arimathea, where Samuel dwelt, 1 Sam. i. and there 
where the Ark of God ftood, not far from Gibeab, was called Ramab, 
Judg. xix. There was another Ramath in the Tribe of Naphthali, Zofh. 
xix, all of them being ſo called becauſe they ſtood upon very high Mountains. 

The Children of Trad, when they fought againſt the Benjaminites, went 
out from Mizpah, in the Land of Gilead, where they appointed to meet 
(for in the Enemies Land they could not aſſemble themſelves) the whole 
Army of the 1/-aelites went to the Ark of God in Sh'ilb, and from thence to 
Gibeah, where they loſt 22,000 Men: They returned to Gibeah, two Miles, 
and intreated God for Aid, Judges xx. They made a ſecond Expedition 
to Gibeah, and gave the Enemy Battle; but becauſe they truſted in their 
own Strength there were ſlain 1800. From thence they returned back again, 
and before the Lord in She lamented their Overthrow, and with earneſt 
Prayers implored his Almighty Help ; and then a third Time renewed the 
War, truſting in God, "a put to the Sword 25000 of the Benjamites, and 
gaed a compleat Victory, Judges xx. Having taken and burnt the City 
of Gibeah with Fire, they returned to Shilo, and before the Lord they be- 
gan to lament the Calamity of the Tribe of Benjamin, faying, Wherefore 
has this Thing happened, that one of the Tribes ſhould be rooted out be- 
fore thee ? chap. xxi.

David came from Ziglag to Hebron, and at this Time he was of the Age 
of 30 Years, and was anointed King by the Tribe of Judah, A. M. 2891, 
and before Chriſt 1077. Here he kept his Court ſeven Years and ſu 
Months. From hence alſo he ſent Meſſengers to Jabes in Gilead, 44 Miles, 
to ſignify his gracious Acceptance of that Favour which they ſhewed unto 
Saul in burying his Body there, chap. i. 1 Chron. xii, From Hebron he went 
unto Feru/alem, then called Febus, being poſſeſſed of the Jebuſites; but he 
won it with a ſtrong Hand, and thruſt them out; and in Mount Sion ſet upthe 
City Millo, afterwards called the City of David, and began his Reign in 
Jeruſalem in the 38th Year of his Age, and ſeventh of his Reign. In this 
Place he built a large and magnificent Palace of Cedar Wood, whieh Hyran, 
King of Tyrus, ſent him from Mount Dibanus, 104 Miles Diſtance, chap. v. 
1 Chron. xii, He went into the Valley Raphaim, in the Way that leadeth 
to the City Bethlehem, where he fought a memorable Battle againſt the Phi. 
liftines, and, by the Help of God, overcame them; for which Caule it wa 
called Baal Perizzim : So he returned to Feruſalem; but the Philiſtines came 
the ſame Year into the Valley again, and pitched their Tents, when the 
Lord gave Dawid a Sign, that when he heard a Noiſe in the Mulberry 
Trees he ſhould ſet upon the Enemy. So David went forth, and cloſe by 
the Town of Geba and Kirjath jearim, two Miles from Feruſalem Weſt 
ward, and gave them the ſecond Overthrow, chap. xv. 1 Chron. xv. He 
purſued them to Gaza, which was in his tenth Year from his firſt Beginning 
in Hebron; Then he aſſembled all the Princes, Prieſts, and chief Men of 
I/-ael, to the Number of zo, ooo, which inhabited from Sechor till you come 
to Chemah, a City of Naphtali, at the Foot of Mount Libanus, 163 Miles 
off They came to Jeruſalem, and went with Dawid to Kirjath-jearim, 
about a Mile, to fetch the Ark of the Covenant from thence into the City 
of David, chap. vi- 1 Chron. xiv. and placed it upon a Cart drawn with 
Oxen, and turned out of the Way to the 'Threſhing-floor of Nachon, where 
Uzza raſhly and inconſiderately touching the Ark of God, contrary to the 
Divine Law, was therefore ſlain by the Lord jn the Way; (fo ſacred is 
the Divine Will of God: and his Commandments) and that Place was called 
. Peri-Uzzah, i.e. the Breach of Uzzah, he not being of Aaron, to whom it 
was only lawful to touch the Ark. Dawid, being terrified by this Example 
of God's: Severity, would not that Day bring the Ark of the Lord into J- 
ſalem ; but carried it to the Houſe of Obed Edom, a Nobleman and Gittitt, 
who dwelt near Jeruſalem : But when it was told David that the Lord blei- 
ſed the Houſe of Obed Edom, and all his Family, becauſe the Ark was there, 
David went from Feru/ſalem, with a great Multitude of People, to his Houle, 
to fetch it into his own City. And when the Ark was carried by the Prielts, 
Dawid girt himſelf with a Linen Ephod, (which kind of Garments the 
Prieſts of the inferior Order uſed to wear) and danced before it, ſinging

In this xa, boo Miles North of Jeruſalem, and in this Place won a memorable 
1 Hyran, Battle againſt Hadad Exer the King, near to the River Euphrates: He took 
700 Horſe and 20,000 Foot, burnt their Chariots, took 100 Caſtles, con- 
all the Towns and Country round about, and went away with a 
great Booty as well Gold as Silver, Braſs and other Things; which Braſs, 
for the Excellency thereof, was like unto Gold itſelf, and (as Fo/ephus ſaith) 
afterwards Solomon made the Molten Sea of it. When Gadarezer, King of 
the Syrians, (he that built the famous City of Damaſcus ) heard of the Over- 
throw of Hadad Exer, he ſent a great Army to his Aid; of which King David 
near the ſame Place flew 20,000, gaining a moſt glorious Victory, extend. 
ing his Government from Feruſalem beyond the River Euphrates above 600 
Miles, making thoſe two Nations tributary unto him, chap. viii. 1 Chron. ix. 
After Dawid won thoſe two memorable Victories, he went with all his 
Army towards the South, and invaded the Land of Syria ; and on his March 
Jeram, the Son of Tobi, King of Antiochia, (then called Hemath met David 
with Gifts and Preſents in the Name of his Father, returning him Thanks 
for deſtroying the common Enemy Hadad Exer, a mighty Tyrant, David 
received his Gifts, which was Gold, Silver, and Braſs, gave Foram an accep- 
table Diſpatch, and went with his Army to the Valley of Salt, near Da- 
naſcus, gave Battle to the Syrians, and gained a compleat Victory, and flew 
18,000 ; ſoon after took the City, and placed a Garriſon, compelling them 
to pay Tribute, chap. viii. He then went with his Army into the Land 
of the Ammonites, conquering all the Cities and Towns thereabouts, and they 
alſo became tributary. He then returned to Jeruſalem, and dedicated all 
the Riches he had taken unto the Lord. A while after he made an Incur- + 
hon into the Land of Iaumæa, and obliged them alſo to pay Tribute, de- 
troying Midian: And now his Kingdom, from North to South, extended 
800 Miles, from Soba to the Red Sea, and from Eaſt to Weſt 120 Miles 
from Tyrus to Sidon, reaching to Damaſcus. Thus, by the ſingular Bleſſin 
of God, he obtained a ſpacious and powerful Empire, 1 Sam. viii. 1 Kings x ;

riots and 40,000 Horſe, 1 Chron. xx. Dawid, after this, with great Applac 
of the People, was entertained at Jeraſalem, which was 20 Miles; where, 
being puft up with Proſperity, he forgot his former Piety and Sanctity, and 
by Degrees, fell into unlawful Actions and unjuſt Deſires; whence it happen. 
ed, that ſoon after he committed Adultery with Bath/oeba, and, after that 
to hide his Fault, cauſed her Huſband to be ſlain, This was kept ſecre, 
till the Lord, by Nathan, ſharply reprehends him, lays before him what be 
was, and what his preſent Eſtate is, from whence that came, and then con- 
cludes, that he is moſt unthankful, careleſs, and negligent toward God and 
Man, in committing thoſe Inſolences; neither left he there, but told hin 
God would ſeverely puniſh him for his Offence ;, which after happened, a 
you may read 1 Sam. xi. 12, 14, 17. David being nipp'd in his Con 
ſcience with this ſharp Reprimand, fell into great Lamentation, the Extre. 
mity of whoſe Paſſion may very well appear in the penitential Pſalms, which 
at this Time and ſoon after he wrote, and left to future Ages.

Thus he became the unpattern'd Glory of 
is Country, reign'd 40 Years with the greateſt Prudence, having travelled 
2904 Miles, then died, and was buried in a good old Age. 

Abner, one of Saul's Captains, was with Sau when he kill'd himſelf, He 
came to Mataxaim, where he made 1&boſbeth, Saul's Son, King, who 
kept his Court there ſeven Years ; he came to Gibeon, and flew Aſabal, Je- 
ab Brother, in Battle; but afterwards, when he was at Hebron, was treache-

is but one in the World; which Plimy, Lib. g. Cap. 35. deſcribes to be a; 
big as an Eagle, with a Lift of Feathers like Gold about her Neck ; the 
reſt are of a purple Colour; therefore from Phænicia, and the purple 
Colour of their Wings, ſhe is called Phoenix : She hath a Tuft of Feather 
upon her Head like a Crown, ſhe liveth 660 Years ; at the End of which 
Time ſhe buildeth her Neſt of Caſſia, Cinnamon, Calamus, with other pre. 
cious Spice, Gums, and ſweet ſmelling Herbs; which the Sun by the Ex. 
tremity of the Heat, and the waving of her Wings, fires ; and ſhe taking 
Delight in the Sweetneſs of the Savour, hovers ſo long over it, that ſhe 
burneth herſelf in her own Neſt; within a while after, out of the Marrow 
of her Bone, and the Aſhes of her Body, there groweth a Worm, which, by 
little and little, increaſeth to ſome Bigneſs and 8 and becomes a per. 
petual Phœnix. This Bird doth lively repreſent our Saviour Chriſt, and i 
a notable Type of the Reſurrection. The Difference of theſe two Countries 
is mentioned in the P/a/.

Memphis, the great City in Egypt, and Reſidence of the Kings, in Heſza i, 
it is called Moph ; but the reſt of the Prophets call it Noph, Iſa. ix.

called Genubath, who was brought up in Pharaoh's or Cheopes's Court, where 
ke continued all the Life of Davie, 20 Years. Dawid being dead he re- 
turned into his own Kingdom Iaumea, 200 Miles, thence to Damaſcus, 240 
Miles, where be was created King of the Syrians by Reſon, and other Fugi- 
tives, who bad conſpired againſt Solomon ; by which Means he gri 
troubled that Kingdom, and became an utter Enemy to the {{-aelites all the 
Lie of Solomon. He was the original Stock of all the Kings of Syria. 
Reſon was David's chief 8 After David had conquer d Hadad- 
Fxer, King of Zoba, Reſon gathered up his diſperſed Soldiers of his Army, 
1 fled from bim to Dame/cus, 120 Miles, and beſieged it; the Citizens 
whereof, when neither David nor Solomon could ſuppreſs his Rebellion, en- 
tertained him for their King; which Principality he held, and was a great 
Adverſary to King Solomon. | e n . 
eroboam, firſt Lig of Iſrael, was Son ta Nebat, born at Zared, eight 
Miles from Feruſalem, and came to King Solomon, who made him Captain 
to collect the Tribute of Manaſſes and Ephraim, 1 Kings xi.

40 Years old, died miſerably, 2 Kings viii. 9. For about the Beginning of 
his Reign, he went to Mount Seir, where he uſed ſuch extreme Cruelty to. 
wards the Edomites, who at this Time were his Subjects, that they fell from 
him, and choſe them a King of their own, 2 Kings viii. So he returned tg 
Jeruſalem, and there cruelly put to Death his own Brothers: But God flir- 
red up againſt him the Philiſtines and Arabians, who broke into Judah, and 
deſtroy d it with Fire and Sword, They went into Jeruſalem, and took 
away all his Subſtance and Riches, and put his Children to the Sword, al 
but Foachas, alſo called haziah, and carried away his Wives Captive into 
Arabia Felix, near Ethiophia, 1200 Miles: Then the Lord ſtruck him with 
extreme Pains in his Bowels, of which, after two Years he died, and u 
buried without any Fuueral Pomp near the King's Tower, being un. 
worthy to be buried in the Sepulchre of the reſt of the Kings, becauſe he { 
much degenerated from David his Predeceſſor, 2 Kings viii. 2 Chron. xxvii,

Athalia, a wicked Queen, was Siſter to Ahab, Daughter to Omri, and 
was married to Joram, Son of that good King Fehoſaphat, when he was but 
17 Years of Age.

Near this Place he commanded 10,000 laumeans, 
nken in War, to be caſt headlong from the Top of an high Rock, which 
ſbatter d their Bones to Pieces, 2 Kings xiv. Then returned to Jeruſalem, 
and began to worſhip the Gods of the Idumæans, which he brought along 
with him, 2 Chron. xxiv. After which he went to Berh/emes, four Miles, 
there was overcome by Joas King of 1/rael, chap. xxv. who carried Aa- 
ſab Captive to Jeruſalem, 2 King xiv. From whence he fled to the City 
Lachis, and there was flain by his own Servants, 2 Chron. xxv. and his Body 
was brought and buried in the City of David, 2 Kings xiv. 2 Chron. xxv. 
Aariab, or Uzziah, ſucceeded his Father: He did thoſe Things at firft 
that pleaſed the Lord, and the Lord bleſſed him. He began his Reign 
when he was 16 Years old, and reigned 52 Years.

| It a Queftion whether he ſhould ſucceed his Father or not in the Kingdom 
| as lawful Heir: For according to the Courſe of Years and Chronology of 
Scriptures, we may find, that from the 13th Year of 4hax, to the firſt Year 
of the Reign of Ezekias, make juſt 15 Years: Therefore Ezekias began to 
reign about the End of the third Year of Hoſea, King of Hrael, 2 Kings xix, 
A. M. 3222, being 25 Years old, a little before Efher, as appeareth 2 Chr, 
xxix and governed the Kingdom with great Commendation 29 Year, 
Firft, he went to Gaza, and overcame a great Army of the Philiſtines, and 
recovered the Cities his Father had loſt, according tq that in the Prophet 
Jaiab chap. xv. 2 Kings xviii. LP 
From Gaza he came to Ferufalem, 44 Miles, and broke down the Places 
of Idolatry, and the Brazen Serpent made by Maſes in the Wilderneſs, and 
called it Nebuſtan, a Brazen Thing, that hath nothing in itſelf of a Divine 
Nature, and could neither profit nor hurt; therefore ought not to“ be wor- 
ſhipped. It was to be kept in Memory of that Sign of God ſhewed unto 
the Children of /7-ae/ in the Deſart, when they were bitten and ſtung to 
Death by fiery Serpents, for looking upon this Brazen Serpent they were 
healed ; but becauſe of the Abuſe thereof by the Jeaus, who turned it into 
Idolatry, it was broken ta Pieces, Num. xxi. 2 Kings xviii. 
In the 14th Year of his Reign, Sennacherib, that mighty Emperor of the 
 Hffyrians, having taken many Cities and Towns in the Holy Land, would 
alſo have beſieged Feru/alem, and ſent from Lachiſb, Thartan, Rabſarim and 
Rabſacha, three mighty Princes, Ambaſſadors, with a great Train to attend 
them ; theſe Men went about the City, to ſee in what Part it was moſt ſub- 
ject to Battery, and might eaſieſt be got; ſo when they came to the Conduit 
of the Upper Pool, by the Path of the Fullers Field, between the Fiſh Gate 
and the Old Gate, in that Place where they might eaſieſt be heard, they 
called to the King; but Eliakim the Son of Hiltiab, (which was Hezekiad's 
Steward) Shebna the Chancellor, and Jogb the Son of 4/aph, the Recorder, 
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vent upon the Wall; then Rabhſacha utter'd blaſphemous Words againſt the 
Lord : But Exetias, when he heard what the Enemy had ſaid, called all 
the Elders together, and ſent for //aiah the Prophet, the Son of Amos, and 
they went into the Temple of the Lord, and prayed. Wherefore the Lord 
dend their Prayers, and ſent his Angel into the Camp of the 4/jrians, and 
in one Night there were ſlain 18,500 Men, as they lay in their Tents before 
Gibeab, which at that Time they beſieged 10 Miles S. W. This great Deli-

|  Bedckiah, the 19th and laſt King of Judab, was Son to good h (yet 
an impious Tyrant) who, by the Permiſſion of Nebuchadonozar the Great, 
was King of 7udah after his Brother, at 21 Years began to reign, in 3352, 
and 616 Years before Chriſt, and reigned 11 Years, 2 Kings xxiv; in the 
zith Year of whoſe Reign Jeruſalem was taken by Nebuchadonozar the 
Great, Emperor of the Baby/onians. Wherefore Zedekiah, to eſcape the 
Brunt of the War, fled from Jeruſalem with all poſſible Speed to Jerich, 
Fer. xxxix. 5. But upon the Plain near the City Jericho, he was overcome 
by the Princes of the Chaldeans, was carried to Rib/ah to Nebuchadonozar ; 
who, after he had put all his Children to death before his Face, put out 
both his Eyes, and led him Captive to Babylon, where he died miterably,

Nebuchadonozar began to lay Siege in the gth Year of, Zedekiah, in the 
Winter Time, Anno Mundi 3860, upon the 1oth Day of the 1oth Month 
Tebeth, which anſwereth to the 27th of December, which Day the Jews to 
this Day obſerve as a Faſting Day. See Fer. xxxix. 5. 2 Kings xxv. Upon 
the gth Day of the 4th Month Thamus, which agreeth with the 10th Day of 
Fuly, the City was taken, and Zedekiab put to Flight. Upon the 7th of the 
5th Month 4b, Nabuzaradan, chief Captain of the Army, was ſent back 
by the Emperor, and he deſtroyed and burnt the Houſes and Buildings of 
Jeruſalem, Fer, lii. Upon the 10th Day of the 5th Month 46, which 
anſwereth to the gth of Augiſt, being the Sabbath Day, the Temple of J. 
ruſalem was ſet on Fire, Fer. lii. de Bello Fudet, Lib. 1 Cap. xxvi. 27. 
This firſt Captivity, and Deſtruction of this noble City, happened in 3362, 
before Chriſt 606 Years, 390 being ended from the firſt Year of Jeraboan 
King of /ae/, who ſet up the Golden Calves, and cauſed them to be wor- 
ſhipped. According to the Prophecy of Ezekiel, chap. iv. the Sins of J. 
roboam (ſhould be grievouſly puniſhed upon the People of Judah. And from 
the End of the 13th Year of Jah, wherein Jeremiah firſt began to pro- 
phecy, until this Year in which the Children of HMael were carried away 
Captive to Babylon, are numbered 40 Years; which, by Ezek. chap. 4. art 
called the Years of the Iniquity of Judah, becauſe ſo long the Jexus did con- 
temn and deſpiſe the Admonitions of the Prophet Feremiab. p 
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bs Ballon, by the Chaldeans, is called Shinear ; which Place Nimrod, the 


firſt great Commander of the World, built 30 Years after the Flood. 
He endeavoured to conquer all his Neighbours, according to Bereſus, 

4. Nimrod was accounted the Son of Jupiter Belus; and being angry 
with the holy Prieſts of that great God Jebovab, came with his Colony and 
People into the Field of Shinear, where he built this City, and laid the Foun- 
dation of a great Tower, made of Brick and Bitumen, leſt a ſecond Deluge 
ſhould deſtroy it: But the Lord turned their Enterprizes into Evil, and di- 
vided their Language, ſo that their Minds, Manners, Underſtandings, Stu- 
dies, and principal Actions, were utterly changed; from whence the City 
was called Babylon, i. e a City of Diviſion. Jeſepbus, lib. 1. cap. g. bringeth 
in a Saying of one of the ten Sybils (Women that had the Gift of” Prophecy) 
which was, That when all Nations of the Univerſe were of one Language, 
they Gould build an exceeding high Tower, as tho" they would have aſcended 


by it into Heaven: but the Lord with a great Tempeſt, and dividing their 


Jengues, ſubwerted their Enterprize ; from whence it was called Babylon, 
Strabo ſaith it was in the Compaſs of 380 Furlongs, 7. e. 48 Miles; that in 
the Walls ſtood 100 Gates, and that the River Euphrates ran thro' it. This 
Nimrod was enrolled among their principal Gods, giving him the Name of 
Saturn. Beroſus ſaith, that the Babyloniſh Jupiter ſucceeded this Nimrod, 
and after him Ninus, or, as ſome would have it, Nimrod II and, after him, 
his Wife Semiramis, one of the manlieſt and moſt reſolute Women we read 
of, Each added much to the Beauty and Magnificence of this Place. In the 
and mighty Tower ſtood the Temple of Belus, and his Sepulchre, not 
from it in a Chapel, wherein was the Statue of Jupiter, all of pure Gold, 
worth 800 Talents, with ſeveral other Altars, Statues, Ic. of pure Gold, 
This City was afterwards taken by Cyrus, firſt Emperor of Perſia, anno 
md 34.31, before Chriſt 5 36, in the 7oth Year of the Captivity of 1/-ae7 
and Judab, according to the Prophecy of Jeremiah, having wry ee over 
the Nations of the Earth 1600 Vears, being then waſted and deſtroyed by 
Orus, and ſhortly after utterly ruined and laid waſte by Ar xes, the faurth 
Empetor of the Per/ians; and ſo continueth to this Day, as Strabg ſaith. 
Where then, O World, is thy Proſperity ; or Riches, thy Glary, finee in 
one Hour thou art conſumed, in the other left deſolate ! Some Merchants 
have reported, that the Place where Babylon ſtood is become very*ſtony and 
unfruitful, and that there ſtands the Ruins of a Tower, which the Inhabi- 
tants of Pelugo (a little Village upon the Banks of the Eupbrates, at a little 
Diſtance) call the Tower of Daniel; in which was the Chamber where he 
uſed to pray to the Lord three Times a-day, the Windows whereof looked 
towards Jeruſalem, Dan. vi. They likewiſe ſay, that there remain Arches 
of a Bridge which Semiramis built, and the Foundation of the great Tower, 
whoſe Top would have reached to Heaven, being in Compaſs two Miles, 
but not very high; and that in the Ruins are ſo many venemous Creatures, 
none dare approach near it; being ſo hateful to God, ſo it is hurtful to 
Man to this Day. 
Phul Behochys, the firſt King of the 4/hrians that fought againſt ael and

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Tiglah Phulaſſer ſucceeded his Father, and made a Conqueſt of all Ga. 
lilee, and carried away the Children of 1ae/ Captives into 4/jria, He 
reigned 25 Years, 2 Kings xv, 2 Chron, xxvill. 

Salmanaſſer, who Ptolomeus, that excellent Mathematician, calleth Nabe. 
naſarus, began to reign Feb. 26, A. M. 3221, before Chriſt 74.7, and reigned 
ten Years. He made a Conqueſt over Hoſea King of 1/-ael, for denying to 
pay him Tribute ; and, after three Years Siege, deſtroyed Samaria with Fire 
and Sword, conquering all the Country round, 2 Kings xvi. 

Senacherib ſacceeded his Father, and reigned ſeyen Years. He endes. 
voured to carry the reſt of God's People into Captivity, as we may read in 
the Hiſtory of King Hezehiah. Hearing the Ethiopians had invaded his 
Country, he ſent the ſecond Time to Feruſalem, where he blaſphemed the 
Lord ; and the Lord was offended, and ſent his Angel, who, in one Night, 
deſtroyed 185,000 of his Army. This ſudden and unexpected Evil falling 
upon him, in great Fear he returned from Lachis to Nineveh, 692 Miles; 
from whence he brought his Army, and was there ſlain by his Sons in the 
Temple. 

Afarbaddon ſucceeded his Father, and reigned ten Years in Nineveh, the 
chief City of the Mrians. Merodach, a Chaldean, rebelling againſt Seza- 
cherib, continued his Government in Babylon eleven Years, i. e. one Year of 
Senacherib's Reign, and all the Reign of 4//arhaddon, his Son; in which 
Time he-conquer'd the Afjyrians, and made them ſubje& to the Empire of 
the Babylonians. In the 12th Year of the Reign of Hezekiah, ¶Qarbaddn 
died, anno mundi 3247. 

Merodach, firſt Emperor of the Babylonians, was Son of Baladan, Prince 
of Babylon, who ruled at the Time that Senacherib had the Overthrow in 
Judah; at which Time he took upon him the abſolute Command of the 
City and whole Empire, anno mundi 3 136, before Chriſt 732: And after the 
Death of A//arhaddon he became Emperor of all ria, and reigned after 
that 40 Years. 

Ben Merodach ſacceeded his Father, and reigned 21 Years. 

Nebuchaduezzar, or Nebuchadonozar, was the moſt potent King of all the 
Babylonians, and obtained the chief Command, anne mundi 3309, before 
Chriſt 659 Years, He reigned 35 Years, and held his Court ſometimes in 
Babylon, and ſometimes in Nineveh, Judges i. He made War with Pharaob 
Necho, King of Egypt, 2 Kings xxv. 2 Chron, xxxv. in the Valley Megidao, 
where Joſſas was ſlain. Herodotus, lib. 2. mentioning the Battle, calleth this 
Place Magdalum, of which Jeremy alſo ſpeaketh : But they were Towns in 
the Tribe of. Manaſſes, near to the Plain where this Battle was fought; in 
which Country Mary Magdalen was born. 

Nebuchadnezzar, or Nebuchadonozar the Great, which Prolemeus calleth 
Nebupollaſſer, ſecond of that Name, created Emperor of Babylon while his 
Father was alive, in the third Year of Joachim, King of Judah. He came 
to Jeruſalem, and beſieged it ſo vigorouſly, as obliged Joachim to pay him 
Tribute for 37 Years: And, as Beroſus ſaith, lib. 3. a little after, in 3344, 
before Chriſt 624, he went with his Army againſt the Syrians, Phz- 
nicians and Egyptians, that rebelled, from Babylon to Carchemis in Syria, where 
he overthrew Pharaoh Necho, Fer. xl, Herad, lib. 2, then went to yy 
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' em, and took Daniel and his Companions Captives, and brought them to Ba- 
Hun; then he went to Peluſio, 112 Miles, and conquered all the Land of 


Egypt, put to Death Pharaoh Necho, and made P/ammeticus, his Son, King 
in his Stead. Feremiah told of this War, chap, xxv. 26. From Peluſio he 
returned to Babylon, 800 Miles; and ſoon after his Father died, and he ſuc- 
ceeded, and reigned 414 Years. In the 11th Year of Joachim he went 
again from Babylon to Jeruſalem, and, by Policy, took that City, and put 
the King to Death, according to the Prophecy of Feremiah, chap. xxii. 
2 Kings xxiv. and, after he had made 7echonzas, his Son, King, returned to 
Babylon again. In three Months after he went the third Time to Feruſa- 
lm, fearing Jechonias would rebel and revenge the Death of his Father; 
and, in the eighth Year of his Reign, took Fechonias, Maroaoche, and 3000 
of the Nobility of the Jet, and carried them Captives to Babylon, 2 Kings 
xxi. 2 Chron. xxxvi. Efth. ii. Nine Years after he came the fourth Time to 


| Jeruſalem, and beſieged the City, becauſe of the Impiety and Rebellion of 


Zedehiah, King thereof. During this Siege he took divers Towns, Fer. 
xxxiv. Pharaoh coming with an Army out of Egypt to Zedekiah, he raiſed 
his Camp, and went into Egypt eight Miles, which obliged Pharaoh to re- 
turn, In the Emperor's Abſence Jeremiah foretold the Deſtruction of the 
City, and would have fled thence into the Tribe of Benjamin; but, in the 
Way, was taken in. the Gate of Benjamin, and caſt into Priſon, Fer vii. A 
while after Nebuchadnezzar returned out of the Deſart of Zur, where he 
went to meet the Egyptians, and utterly deſtroyed the City of Feru/alem, 
and carried away the Veſſels and Ornaments of the Temple to Babylon, 
2 Kings xxv. 2 Chron. xxxvi. From Feruſalem he went to Riblah, in the 
Tribe of Naphthali, eight Miles, where he put out Zedekiah's Eyes, and 
killed his Children, 2 Kings xxv. After which he went and deſtroyed 7y- 
ru, according to the Prophecy of Ezekze/, chap. xxvi. ſo went thro' Egypt, 
480 Miles, conquering all the Countries and Provinces as he went along, 
even the Ammonites, Moabites, Philiftines, Idumeans, and Egypt itfelf, and 
made them tributary to him, /a. xv. 16, 19. Fer. xlvi. 47, 48, 49. Exel. 
Mv. 29. From Egypt he returned to Babel, 960 Miles; and from that 
Time till his Death he was Emperor of all theſe Kingdoms. * 

In the ſecond Year of his Empire Daniel expounded unto him his wonder- 
ful Dream, under the Similitude of an Image, ſetting forth the Condition of 
the four Monarchies of the World, Dan. ii. Not long after he cauſed Sha- 
drach, Mefhech, and Abednego, to be caſt into the fiery Furnace, becauſe they 
refuſed to worſhip the golden Image which he had ſet up, Dan. iii. Alſo 
this Nebuchadnezzar, for his great Pride and Arrogancy, was by God ſtruck 
mad, and in a deep Melancholy, under which Diſeaſe he continued for the 
Space of ſeven Years, tied in Bonds and Chains, running up and down like 
a Beaſt, and feeding upon Graſs and Roots, until he came to underſtand 
that God, the Governor of Heaven and Earth, had the diſpoſing of King- 
doms and Governments, giving them to whom he liſted, and again taking 
them away : At the End of which Time he was again reſtored to his Un- 
derſtanding and Empire, and afterwards beautified the City of Balylon. Ha- 
ving reigned 43 Years, he died, and was buried beſide his Father in the City, 
anno mundi 3387, before Chriſt 581, having travelled 7892 Miles. _ 
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The City of Pelufio, before mentioned, was built by Peleus, the Father of 
Achilles, from whence it took its Name. Not far from this City, -in the 
Mountain Cafius, upon the Borders of Arabia Petrea, where the Temple of 
Jupiter Cafius ſtood, is to be ſeen the Tomb of Pompey the Great, beauti. 
Zed and adorned by Auriamu Cæſar, as Capicolinus faith. At this Day this 
City is called Damaita. You may read of it Ex. xxx. 

Tyrus, or Zor, was fituated upon a high Rock, compaſſed about with the 
Mediterranean Sea, 106 Miles North of Jeruſalem, and a famous Man 
Town for all the Holy Land. By the Deſcription of Ezekiel it ſeems to 
have been much like unto Venice, Ezek. xxvii, Jer. xx, Jſa. xxvii. 28, 
Many other Prophets propheſied againſt this Town, ſaying Out of the Land 
of Kitchim, i. e. from Macedonia, the Deſtroyer of Tyrus ſhould come; as af. 
ter happened: For Alexatider the Great, King of Macedon, beſieged that 
Town, and in the ſeventh Month togk it ; for the obtaining whereof he 


was conſtrained to fill up the Sea which compaſſed it about, containing 700 


Paces, and made it firm Land for his Army to paſs upon to the Walls of the 
City. In this Country the famous Civilian U/pian was born; and, upon the 
Borders of Tyrus and Sidon, Chriſt cured the Daughter of a Canaanitiſb Wo. 
man of a Devil, Mas xv. Toe bs MO ny 
Amilinus, evil Moradach, Son of Nebuchadnezzar the Great, ſucceeded his 
Father, anno mund; 3388, before Chriſt 580. In the firſt Year of his Rei 
he ſet at Liberty Jechonias, King of Judah, and gave to him the Ti 
' Dignity, and Maintenance of a King, Jecbonias being then 55 Years of 
Age, and 37 after he had been in Captivity, 2 Kings ult. Fer. ult. whence 
it is concluded by moſt, that this Emperor embraced the Doctrine of Daniel 
concerning the true God, as did his Father; who, by publick Edict, proſeſ- 
ſed it to the whole State, and cauſed it to be publiſhed thro* his Dominions 3 
and therefore ſhewed Favour to Fechonias : And from hence tis thought, 
that thoſe which were impious Princes about him, called him Azilinus, i. e. 
the circumciſed, evil, ſimple, and fooliſh Moradach, His Wife's Name was 
Netocris, according to Herod. lib. 1. She ſet off many Buildings in Babylon, 
and was Mother to Balthaſar, the laſt Emperor of the Afjrians, Dan. v. 
Nirigliſſoroor, whoſe Sirname was Regaſſar, Emperor of Babylon, was Son- 
in-law to Nebuchadnezzar the Great, having ſlain evil Moradach, his Wife's 
— reigned over the Babylonians and 4ffyrians four Years, as Beroſus 


LCabaſſardach ſucceeded his Father, and reigned only nine Months, dying 
without Male Iflue. 

Balthazar Naboni dus, the laſt Emperor of the Babylonians and A rians, 
whoſe Surname was Labynitas,. the Son of evil Maradach and Nitoeris, ob- 
tained the Empire, and reigned 17 Years, ann mund; 3415, before Chriſt 
£53. This is that Balthazar, ſaith Joſephus, lib. Ant. 10. chap. 1 3. which 
Daniel, chap. v. calleth the Son of Nebuchadonozar ; tho* indeed he was 
but his Son's Son, as may be gathered from Fer. xxv. All Nations hall ſerve 
Nebuchadonozar, and his Son, and his Son's Son.. 'This Man, as he was ce-

and other inſpired Perſons afterwards imitated, Judges v. 1 Sam. ii. but 
was brought to Perfection by Dacia, who, as he was an admirable Artiſt 
in Mufick, 1 Sam. xvi. 18. and himſelf invented ſome muſical Inſtruments, . 
as we learn by the Prophet Amos vi. 5. ſo he was an incomparable Poet, 
2 Sam, xxiii. 12. And as Melanchton truly ſpeaks, This is the moſt elegant 
Work extant in the World. Plato himſelf, the greateſt Philoſopher of his 
Age, could have wiſhed to have been Maſler of ſo admirable a Piece of 
Poetry; for it moves more powerfully, and touches the Mind more ſenſibly, 
than Sentences of Proſe. David took all Occaſions to exerciſe this Faculty 
in Abundance of divine Meditations, which are gathered together in this 
Book ; wherein he calls upon the People to liſten unto him, ſaying, Come ye 
Children, hearken unto me, and I will teach you the Fear of the Lord, Pſal. 
XXX1IV. 11. 

As it is called the Book of P/a/ms, or Praiſes from the major Part; fo 
they are called David's Pſalms, * becauſe he made the moſt of them; tho? 
it muſt be confeſſed there were ſeveral ,other Authors, by whom ſome 
of them were compoſed, tho* not mentioned; but ſo few of them but 
David's, and are intermixt with the reſt, ſuppoſed to be occaſioned by 
being only collected by ſome pious Perſons among their Friends after the 
Deſtruction of the Temple by the Babylonian Army; for the People were 


very well acquainted with the Songs of Sion, tho? it lay deſolate, as it ap- 


pears by the 137th Pſalm, where the Baby/onians deſire to hear one of them 
ſung by the mournful Captives who preſerved them, no doubt to their Com- 


fort in that fad Condition; and added to them ſuch as were made hy di- 


vine Men during its Continuance, and after their Return from Captivity. | 
St Athanafius and others obſerve, that they were put together in one 
Volume by Exra; for we find that the Foundation of the ſecond Temple 


was no ſooner laid, but he reſtored the ancient Cuſtom of Pſalmody, or

0% Feremiah began to propheſy in the 13th Vear of Joh King of 
Judab, A. M. 3375, and continued to the taking of Jeruſalem by the Chal- 
dans in 3416. His Phrophecies are ſeveral Collections made at ſeveral 
Times. "Firſt of all was that mentioned in Chap. 36. containing all the 
firſt twenty Chapters, the 25, 26, 35, 36, 45. and all that follow to the 
zit inclufive... The ſecond Collection is that mention'd Chap. 30 2. and 
contains five more Chapters, viz. from the Beginning of the 27th to the 
End of the 31ſt. .The third Collection was made preſently after the De- 
firuftion of Jeruſalem, vas appears by the Prophet's Preface, Chap. 1. 1, 3. 
and contains ten Chapters more than the ſecond, wiz, Chap. 21, 22, 23, 24. 
and 32, 33, 34, 37, 38. 39. and this third Collection contained all the pre- 
ſent Book of Jeremiah, excepting ſeven Chapters. Now all from the Be- 
ginning of the 40 to the End of 44. is an Account of Jeremiah himſelf, and 
the other Jeaus that were left ſtill in Judea by Order of Nebuchadnenaar; 
and probably were added to the former Prophecies by Feremiab himſelf, or 
elſe Baruch, after their Return out of Egypt into Judea, where they pro- 
dably continued quietly, being in great Favour with Nebuchadnezzar, till 
they both died in Peace in their own Country, according to God's moſt 
gracious Promiſe to each of them, wiz. to Jeremiah, Chap. 1. 18 and 15, 
20, 21, and 20.

He finiſhed his Years with a Crown of 
as Dorotheus records, which is thus preſerved in the Roman Martyrology. 
This Day is the Feſtival of the Exzekiel, who was ſlain at Bahy- 
fon by a Judge of the People of Jrael, for reproving their Idolatry, and 
was buried in the Sepulchre of his Fathers, Sem, 4rphaxad, Abraham, kt. 
Benjamin Tudela tells us in his Trayels, that he ſaw a magnificent Mauſe- 
Izum at ſome Leagues from Bagdat, upon the Banks of the Chaboras, which 
was the Prophet Ezekiz/s Tomb, and was frequented every Year by the 

Heads of the Captivity ; and not only a Place of Devotion for the Jews,

of Bagdat is at the Expenee of keeping it up. This Pilgrimage continues 
at this Day with much Devotion. Near it is another Edifice built by 
Techoniab, when Ewvil-Moradach reſtor'd him to Liberty. The Portrait of 
Jechoniab, with all the Officers that attended him, in the Rear of whom 
was the Prophet Exeliel, was till to be ſeen in the Time of Benjamis 1s
